As you are aware, the Veterans Administration is the only 
independent agency included in the membership of the Assistant 
Secretaries for Management Group. We wanted to keep the AS MG 
to a reasonable size to facilitate discussion and work pro- 
ducts . 

Nevertheless, I feel that the ASMG should be aware of the views 
and needs of the other independent agencies. I would like the 
VA to take the lead in achieving this objective. We had this 
role in mind in including the VA. This leadership role should 
include :
